In its dcci^Jnn. mailed Febm^ 28. 2007, the Board of Patent Appeals and Werences 
(heremaftcr the "Board':, entered a new gmu.d. of rejection in which claim, 1, 2, 4-7 9-12 14 and ' 
15 we«, rejected und«r 35 U.S.C. § 103 .s being unpatentable overU.S. Patent No. 5.9^6.66^ to Pollc 
O-^i-fter '^olk"), in view of 42 U.S.C. S.66(b) and 15 U.S.C, 31673(h) (hereinafter the "Ccd=.0 
h tt. Decision on Appeal, the Board stated that «9olk dc^.nbcs all of the li„n,Btio„a of the Calmed 
subject matter except ibr calculating a proper amount of the financial support paym.^ based on an 
^oun, paid to date fiom a non-cuatodial pa.^ to a cu^al parent." S.. Dcdsion on Appeal pp

The invention e-cmlly provides for a nctwark-based child financial auppot 

framewozfc for facilitating con,n,.,mcatiana between employ... ..todial parenta. and non-cu^stodial' 
pareote, oomprising the steps of 
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(b) providing general infbnnation relating to the financial support payment utilizillg the 
network; 

(c) calculating a proper ttmcimt of the financial support payment based on a profile of a 
user and baaed on an amount paid to datd from a non-custodial parent to a custodial 
parent, wherein the profile includes data ralating to at least one of income, number of 
chitdreiL, basic support, insurance premium, child care cost, and additional expenses, 
whcrctn a first portion nf the profile is received fmm the user acmsfi the network and 
a second portion of the data is received &om the database, and wherein the u&cr may 
change the data in the second portion of the profile; 

(d) displaying a histoiy associated with Che fmancial eupport payment; and 

(e) providing an interface configured to allow custodial parent to retiieve information 
related to financial support payments and histories. 

Polk and the Code do not disclose, reach or suggest each and every elemem of independent 
claims 1, 6 and 11. Specifically, Polk» alone or m combination with the Code, does not dificlose, 
teach or suggest limitation (e) as aet forth above. PoUc disclosea a payment processing and 
diabursement 9y9tem and method based on integrated payment collcctioii and disbursement 
methodologies using an accumujator agency to receive inftirrnpitirrn/fimH!!; frum cmployris and state 
jigrnrifTi and ( r<< as iJUJt fimds to banks via clearinghouses. Ses Pigs. 1 5-20, col 4 line 60 - col. 5, line 
23. No where does Polk teach or suggest "providuig an Interface configured to allow custodial 
parent to retrieve information related to financial sitpport payments and histories" as recited in 
Applicants' independent claime. Rather. Polk teaches away from Applicants' invention as claimed 
because Polk simply disclcscs ''custndial parent receives and cashes check" fH" ''irapient receive 
dc5»osit in accoimt." See Fig. 18, See also Pigs. 17, 19-21 and corresponding text For at least these 
reasons. Polk Ms to teach or suggest every element of claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9-12, 14, and 15. 

The Code does not teach or suggest limitation (e) ae set forth above. Rather, the Code 
diacloseB statutory requirements for calculating child support payment^. No where docs the Code 
teach or suggest "providing an intcrfecc configured to allow cusly»diiil parmt tn rrtrievTi information 
TElaied to .financial support payments and histories' as recited in Applicants' independent claims. 
Because the cited references^ alone or in combination, do not teach or suggest the preSBot inviention 
as claimed in independent claims 1, 5 and ll, Applicants respectfully request withdmwal of the 5 
1 03 rejeotion and reconsideration of these claims. Because claims 2, 4, 5, 7, 9-12 and 15 now depend 
from allowable base claims, Applicants respectfully submit that these claims arc also allowable.
